Away at Home Here After 


Lingering Illness.

Judge William Alien 
Culleii, 77 


years old, a well known and promi- 
nent citizen of this city, died this 
morning about five o'clock at his 
Lome, corner of Fifth 
and 
Main 


streets. 
Judge Cullen had been in 


poor health for some time and was 
taken seriously 
ill in Jacksonville, 


Florida, April 12, while enroute home 
from St. Petersburg, where he had 
been for the benefit of his health. On 
arriving home he did not improve and 
gradually grew weaker until the end 
came. The cause of death was har- 
dening of the arteries and a compli- 
cation of diseases. 


The funeral services will be held 


Sunday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock at 
the late residence, conducted by the 
Rev. J. B. Meacham^ assisted by the 
Rev. V. W. Tevis. Burial will* take 
place in East Hill cemetery. 


The local Bar Association, togeth- 


er with members of the bars of the 
surrounding counties will attend -Ilia 
funeral services in a bod3- as will the 
Masonic lodge and the G. A. R. At a 
meeting of the association this after- 
noon, Judge Douglas Morris, Will M. 
Sparks and Frank J. Hall, all former 
judges of the local court, were ap- 
pointed to the resolutions committee 
and will report Sunday afternoon dt 
one o'clock at the court house. 


Judge Cullen had been a resident 


of this city and county for fifty-six 
years, during; which time he took a 
prominent part in the affairs of State 
and Nation. At an early date he was 
made a member ^of the Rush County 
Bar Association and was considered 
a power both on aud off the bench. 
His acquaintance was not limited to 
Rush county, but' extended to the 
surrounding counties and the' State. 


Judge Cullen was the son of Wil- 


liam and Louisiana Cullen and was 
born 
August 2, 1S34 
at 
Patriot, 


Switzerland county. Indiana, lie re- 
ceived a common school education 
with two years at Hanover and Wa- 
bash colleges and afterwards gradu- 
ated from the law school at Asbury. 
now DePauw University. 
He took 


up the practice of law in the office of 
A. C. Downey, in Rising Sun. 


-Mr. Cullen came to this city in 


1857 and'was a successful lawyer, 
retiring from practice in 1898. He 
was married to Frances S. Davis of 
Rising Sun, October 14, 1857. 
Mrs. 


J. C. Sexton is the only child. Judge 
Cullen was a Democrat in polities, 
until the breaking out of the rebellion 
when he promptly espoused the cause 
of the Union, and labored vigorously 
aud untiringly in recruiting soldiers 
for the Government: 


In March, 1SG4, he was appointed 


by Governor Morton, Lieut-Colonel 
of the One-hundred-and-twenty-third 
Indiana regiment. He served in com- 
mand of the regiment and during the 
Atlanta campaign was honorably 
discharged in July foflowing on ac- 
count of sickness. Judge Cullen was 
elected state senator in 1865 
and 


served one term. 


At the expiration of his term as 


senator he was appointed Judge of 
in Common Pleas Court for Rush, 
Decatur and Bipley counties. He 
was afterwards elected to the- same 
office for four years and just before 
his term expired, Governor Conrad 
Baker appointed him Judge of the 
Circuit court for Rush, Fayette and 
Decatur counties, to succeed Judge

HAS BEARING ON HARRIS CASE 


Events of Day Lead to Belief That 


Probe is Being Brought to 


Close. 


There was something in the air Ihis 


afternoon in regard to the Harris 
case, but inquiries failed to reveal 
the true facts1 which would explain 
the maneuvers of some of 
the.of- 


ficials. 
I 


The grand jury did not exaiine 


any witnesses this afternoon Jmd 
Wallace Morgan, deputy prosecuW, 
who has been assisting in the grand 
jury probe and who acted as Coroner 
A. G. Shauck's clerk in the coroner's 
inquests, together with the coroner, 
left Ruslrville some time during the 
middle of the day and will not be 
back until late this evening. 


It was learned on good authority 


that the two officials had left the city, 
whether* by automobile, interurban. 
steam road or horse and buggy, it 
could not be determined. Dr. Shauck's 
automobile stood on a 
down town 


street all afternoon. 


It was found that the two officers 


left the city on business connected 
with the Harris investigation. In just 
what connection they went, it could 
not be learned, nor could it be found 
out for certain just what was the 
significance of their sudden depar- 
ture in the midst of the grand jury 
quiz. 


The grand jury did very little work 


all day. It was stated by some that 
a very few witnesses were examined 
this morning. The grand jury was 
late in getting started. 


This afternoon the grand jury-went 


back to the investigating room, but 
nothing was done. About two o'clock 
John Plough, bailiff, was sent out by 
the grand jurors to get a light lunch. 
He returned in a short time with two 
large sacks of oranges and bananas. 
The special grand jury stenographer 
left the grand jury room shortly af- 
ter two o'clock. 


It was said today that Alv'a Eakins, 


who was one of the chief witnesses in 
the case and who lived on a farm in 
the neighborhood of Ashland farm, 
i-ould likely be recalled to testify be- 
fore the grand Jury. 


It was thought that the two officials 


who have been 'working in connection 
with the ease might have gone to get 
Calhoune, the farm laborer who for- 
merly worked on the Ashland farm 
and was dismissed by L. B. Harris 
the Saturday night previous to the 
fire. Calhoune was used as a witness 
before the coroner, but has never 
testified before the grand jury, it is 
said. He left the county with the 
permission of the officials who have 
said they know his whereabouts. 


It was also understood that the 


two officials might have gone to Con- 
nersville to get additional evidence in 
regard to the case.

The events of today led to the be- 


lief that prevailed yesterday that the 
grand jury was likely, drawing the 
probe to a clese. The fact that the^ 
grand jury remained in session for -a 
time this afternoon, although no wit- 
nesses were examined, was said to be 
significant.

cover $100 From Director 


George Murphy Heard. 


ARGUMENT ON GAS WELL SALE 


Requires Jury 15 Minutes to Return 


Verdict For Defendant in the 


r' 


Knecht-Scott Case. 


The ease of the Farmers Fuel Com- 


pany of Giugs against George Murphy 
in which one hundred dollars was de- 
manded, was heard by Judge Blair in 
the circuit court today. The evidence 
was concluded 
shortly 
after two 


o'clock and the case was submitted to 
the court without argument. 
Judge 


Blair took it under advisement. 


According'to the allegations of the- 


plaintiff, George Murphy, who was a 
member of the board of directors of 
the company, was commissioned to 
sell a gas well for not less than $125. 
The plaintiff asserts Murphy sold the 
well for $210, turning in $125 to the 
company and keeping the additional 
$85. 


Murphy's defense was that he re- 


ceived only $125 for the well and that 
it was sold for $210 by the person to 
whom he sold it. 


In the claim of Elmira Keaton 


ngainst Carey Keaton. administrator 
of the estate of Elizabeth Kittle, in 
which $439.50 was 
demanded, the 


plaintiff filed a motion for a continu- 
ance. 
. It required only fifteen minutes this 
morning for a jury in the circuit 
court to return a verdict for the de- 
fendant in the case of Fred Knecht 
against T. B. Scott for one thousand 
dollars damages on account of per- 
sonal injuries. 
The jury went' <u:t 


about fifteen minutes after nine. 


When the jurymen assembled this 


morning, the court was preparing to 
read the instructions, Will M. Sparks, 
counsel for the defendant, asked the 
court to cause the jury to retire, and 
lie then made a motion that the jury 
be instructed specially not to he«d 
the fact, 
published in both 
daily 


newspapers, that the defendant had 
confessed judgment for fifty dollars 
and had agreed to settle for that 
amount. 


The attorney pointed out that it 


was not intended that this fact should 
have been made public because it 
might tend to influence the jury one 
way or the other. The judgment was 
refused by Knecht who insisted on 
trying the case. 


Judge Blair called the jury back in 


and interrogated each other in this 
regard. It was found that only one 
member of the jury had read this 
statement in the newspaper, and thr.t 
none of the others had heard it frooi 
any source. 
The court 
instructed 


the jurors not to pay any attention 
to this angle of the case in returning 
a verdict.

for injuries he received when he,and 
Scott had a scrape on his father's 
farm October 13, 1910. 
He- was hit 


in the lip with a rock, he testified/ 
and put to An actual expense of 
eleven dollars.

Last week we were studying the fun- 


ftunental principles of this new king- 
dom Jesus came to establish. Today 
cor study presents another of his 
•eeming paradoxes, viz., the blessed- 
Bess or the happiness of poverty, hun- 
ger and persecution. Spoken primari- 
ly to the twelve, Jesus intended these 
(words lor all the people—present and 
prospective. Jesus is distinctly the 
Boor man's friend. He knew the mean- 
pag of hunger and thrist, of weeping 
•ad mourning, and so contrasts the 
Joy that shall be to these "happy ones" 


the "woe" that shall come to 


se who from out of their joy and 


• abundance fail to respond to the 


Heeds of mankind. 


What It l« and Why. 


The last half of the lesson is intend- 


ed to Illustrate the teachings of the 
first. Let us look at the illustration. 


"A certain rich man." He was not 


Of sufficient importance even to men- 
jUon his name. How few rich men ever 
•ncceed in really perpetuating their 
Barnes. Not one succeeds in any meas- 
nre at all except as in some manner 
fee_emul2*£S.the. life. aa£Lteac_hinss_Qf 


Jesus. -How few monuments really 
perpetuate names. Character alone is 
That lives. This rich man, however, 
did not lose out simply because he was 
a rich man. - Verse 25 tells us why he' 
was in anguish. ;His life had been that 
of a selfish seeker and he had had 
his reward. 
Now conditions have 


c-hanged. Once clothed in purple and 
faring sumptuously, now he is the 
beggar. Ignoring the cry of need at 
his gate now he is compelled to make 
liia cry afar off. 


"A certain beggar named Lazarus." 


It is better to be' a beggar vainly 
seeking a few crumbs and to rest in 
Abraham's bosom than to live In lux- 
urious ease, ignoring the cry of the 
needy and to live in hell hereafter. 
LazaruB did not gain glory hereafter 
because he was a beggar, but rather 
because of his character. Angels an- 
nounced the coming of the Son of 
Man, angels welcomed the returning 
of this son of mankind. Which of the 
twain, Dives or Lazarus, really enjoyed 
life? Eternity is a long time, it begins 
where imagination ends. The name 
Lazarus really means "God-helps" and 
God always does help the $ootr 


Lazarus had some friends for we 


read that the dogs showed their sym- 
pathy. It is always true that those 
poor as poverty are most ready to re- 
spond to the cry of need, and out of 
their penury will give the most abun- 
dantly to relieve distress. 


. Leaves All Behind. 


"The rich man died also." Thus 


ended his life of ease and luxury for 
shrouds have no pockets. "How much 
did he leave? He left it all." 
All of 


his loved ones, all of his hopes were 
left behind. There Is something ap- 
pallingly sad in the death of a rich 
man Who trusts only to his wealth, 
having no faith in ttod. Millions for a 
moment of time. The sarcasm of 
Jesus' words is quite apparent, "and 
he was buried." Only a clod of earth, 
no longer useful, of the earth, earthy, 
bury him, get him out of sight.

bench, tried the 
case as special 


judge. 
The 
widow asked for ten 


thousand dollars damages. 


The first ballot resulted in a vote 


of 10 to 2 for the plaintiff. On the 
second ballot the jurors were unani- 
mous against the traction company. 


The amount of damages to be 


awarded was a problem that the jury 
had difficulty in solving. 
Several 


members desired to award the full 
amount asked in the complaint. A 
compromise was finally made on the 
theory that if a fair sum was award- 
ed, the ease might not be" carried to 
the higher .courts. Consequently the 
sum of $3,000 was unanimously de- 
cided upon. 


The suit grew out of one of the 


most horrible railroad crossing acci- 
dents in the. history of Henry county. 
Mr. Sanker, a resident of Covington. 
Ky., who was .visiting relatives, was 
killed when the automobile'in which 
he was riding was struck by a T. H. 
I. & E. car in Straughn. Samuel Mur- 
phy, .with whom Sanker was riding, 
was also badly injured. 


In the trial the plaintiff maintained

National Detective Agency Sends Out 


Warning to Bankers And Busi- 
\ 
ness Men. 


FORGERS IN THIS SECTION 


Swindle People by Raising Amount 


on Genuine Checks—Applies 


to All. 


The local banking institutions and 


business men are warned to be on 
the watch for check raisers, who are 
said to be working' in this section of 
the State. A warning has been sent 
out by a national detective agency, 
which declares that it has received 
authentic information that check 
raisers ara operating in and around 
Bnshville swindling business men by 
raising the amounts on the genuine 
checks. The warning says: 


"We are sending you this warning 


because it is often difficult to appre- 
hend forgers of this class unless 
their operations are reported when 
first discovered by the signer of the 
manipulated check. It is suggested 
that bank depositors make it a rule 
to cheek up the pass books as often 
as possible, and use due precautions 
to discover such alterations, if any, 
while there is still time to obtain 
evidence. 


"Care in writing amounts is recom- 


mended as. well as the employment of 
a device 
that 
stamps a 
limited 


amount across the check, such as is 
generally used by the bank, and that 
every check, no matter to whom is- 
sued, should be properly 
stamped 


with the same.

RECOGNITION IS DEMANDED 


After Three Weeks of Discussion Sub- 


committees of the Miners and Oper- 
ators Had Reached Tentative Agree- 
ment, but Conference Committee of 
Miners Turned it Down Because the 
Union Was Not Fully Recognized. 


New York, 
May 3.—At the meet- 


Ing of the full conference committee 
of the anthracite operators and the 
mine 
workers, 
the 
conference 


committee of the anthracite mine 
workers turned down the tentative 
agreement accepted by their own sub- 
committee and the sub-committee of 
the anthracite operators. 


The indirect recognition of the un- 


ion in the appointment of a grievance 
committee for every mine, as set forth 
in the tentative agreement which has 
been published, was not enough for 
the committee. Its members wanted 
full recognition 
of the. union, the 


check-off system by which the union 
dues would be withheld from the pay- 
envelopes of the miners, the eight- 
hour workday, a larger Increase in 
wages than 10 per cent, and a shorter 
agreement than four years, practical- 
ly, in short, all that the original de- 
mands called for. The operators' 
committee held a meeting before the 
joint conference and passed a resolu- 
tion accepting the agreement by rati- 
fying the action of the sub-committee. 
The mine workers' conference, how-

Head of Locomotive Firemen 
Who Are on Verge of Strike

RAILROAD FIREMEN 


WANT MORE MONEY 


They Follow tin Example of toe 


Engineers. 


New York, May 3. — Following the 


example of the engineers, the firemen 
employed on tlie eastern railroads 
have made a demand for an in- 
crease in pay. This is what the, rail- 
road "managers expected would hap- 
Een. Now they are waiting for the 
trainmen, conductors and other rail- 
road employes to step forward and ask 
for money. The differences between 
the railroads and the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers have been left 
to a board of arbitration to adjust1. 


As the .railroad managers xfigured it 


out hastily, i^he demands .of 
x the fire- 


men if granted would moan a yearly 
increase .of, between $25,000,000 and 
$30,000,000/tq -the expenses of the rail- 
roads. The engineers asked ifor about 
$8,000,000. 
Chief Stone of the engi- 


neers intimated in the early days of 
the negotiations with the railroads 
th^t if the engineers went on strike 
the firemen would follow. 


What the Vihemen Want. 


The organization of the firemen, the 


Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, .havp submitted their 
demands through their president, W. 
S. Carter, to J. 
G. Stewart, vice 


president of the Erie Railroad com- 
pany and chaifmarn of the confer- 
ence committee of the fifty railroads 
In the district eas't of Chicago! and 
north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers. 
The district covers the same territory 
affected by the engineers' demands. 
Among the things the firemen ask in 
addition to more pay is that there 
shall be an assistant fireman on. coal- 
burning freight locomotives. 
They 


also ask to be relieved of cleaning en- 
gines. It Is likely that the managers 
will refuse to grant the demands of 
the firemen, and probably the same 
course taken with the engineers will 
be followed, eventually resulting in a 
board of arbitration being appointed.
